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Sufferings of the Colored Immigrants 


in Indiana—Consideration of the Bay- 
ard Resolution in the Senate—Nation- 
al Notes. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 27.—Since 


the investigation of the cause of the colored 


exodus from North Carolina 


to Indiana, 
members of Congress from the latter State 
have taken a great deal of pains to ascertain 
the real condition of affairs at points where 
the colored emigrants have stopped. At ILn- 
dianapolis nearly 3,000 negroes have arrived 


since December 1, and not over ten 
per cent of this number had enough 
money to pay for a week’s lodg- 
ing. There are now about 300 families at 


Indianapolis, one-third of whom are sick and 
unable to continue their journey to rural 
portions of the State where they intend to 
locate. Inthe northern portion of the city 
they wander about shivering in the cold and 
vegging clothing and food from door to door. 
So great isthe extremity of their wants that 
mothers solicit pieces of carpet with which to 
wrap their babes at night. 

Senator Bayard has just closed his long- 
promised speech upon the financial question. 
It was an exhaustive argument from his 
standpoint, one of the best efforts of his 
life, and held the close attention of the entire

Judge Krum Closes His Argument 
on the Demurrer. 


Mr. Ellis Replies for the Government— 
Proceedings in the Court To-Day. 


Argument onthe demurrer to the indict- 
ment against James H. Britton and others 


connected with the National Bank of 
Missouri was resumed in the U. 8S. 
Circuit Court this morning, Judges 


McCrary and Caldwell on the bench. Judge 
Krum, one of the counsel for the defense, did 
not close his argument yesterday but continu- 
ed itthis morning, not concluding it until 
exactly 12 o’clock. In his remarks this morn- 
ing in support of the demurrer he dwelt par- 


ticularly upon the joint indictinents 
against Britton, the president of 
the bank, and Barton Bates, 


the vice-president. The first one of these 
joint indictments charges thatthe two entered 
into a conspiracy upon acertain occasion to 
induce the board of directors of the bank to 
declare a dividend of 3 1-2 per cent, when,as a 


matter of fact, such a dividend 
would take about $387,000 more than 
the amount of _ protits from which 
a dividend should properly come. The 


speaker dwelt at length upon the law of con- 
spiracy, showing that a conspiracy was no 
crime unless the offense for.svhich the con- 
spiracy wae formed was consummated. In 
this case it Was not shown that the Board of 


Directors did actually declare their 
dividend under the persuasion of 
Britton and Bates. Judge Krum 


also addressed himself specially to that ex- 
pression in the indictment which says the 
couspiracics were formed and certain acts 
done by defendants for the purpose of de- 
frauding or injuring ‘“‘certain persons un- 
known” to the grand jury. He said that it 
must be  detivitely set out in the 
indictinent who these persons were 
who were injured or defrauded. The gen- 
eral objection to the indictments urged by 
Judge Krum at the close of his speech was 
that they did not set out the crimes charged 
against defendants with sufficient definiteness 
und clearness.

the contract under the award. The Presi- 
dent was instructed to inform, Mr. Hahn 
that the Board had no power to grant 
any relief, and that the contract must be exe- 
cuted in accordance’ with the terms of the 
proposals, if at all. Should Mr. Habn refuse 
to execute the contract the letting will be re- 
advertised. 

The Sewer Commissioner reported a peti- 
tion for a sewer to drain the territory bound- 
ed bv Cook, Laclede, Grand avenues and a 
line about 2,500 feet west of Grand avenue, 
recommending that a pipe be laid along Van- 
deventer avenue, from Cook to Bates, for 
immediate relief for house drainage, and that 
the storm water be allowed to take its present 
course. ‘The cost of this will be about $8,000, 
and the Commissioner reported that, if the 
city was unable to pay. for this, it should be 
built by the .property owners. ‘As 
this will not drain the street and will not re- 
lieve the city from the construction of other 
sewers, I think it will be best for the work 
to be done by private parties who are the most 
interested. This plan is alsO much more 
speedy, as private parties couldjbegin the work 
at once, while the city-could not do so for 
several months even if it had the money.”

Transfer of Stock. 

Some time ago an action was brought by C. 
Cc. Carroll against the Mullanphy Savings 
Bank to recover damages sustained through 
the failure of the bank to allow the transfer on 


its books of ten shares of its capital stock 
which originally belonged to one Schulen- 
burg. Schulenburg was indebted to Carroll 
& Powell, and on the 13th of October, 1877, 
pledged the certificate of these shares to se- 
cure the payment of a promissory note made 


by bim and delivered to the firm 
also a power of attorney authorizing 
theth to transfer the stock in the bank. 


Default on the note was made and the stock 
was sold te the plaintiff. Schulenburg was 
also in debt to the bank, and that institution, 
relying on a by-law concerning such matters, 
refused to allowsuch transfer. The defend- 
ant obtained judgment against Schulenburg, 
and the Sheriff levied on the stock as property 
of Schulenburg. On the trial in the Circuit 
Court ajudgement was given for the defen- 
dant, and this decision was reversed and re- 
manded by the Court of Appeals this morn- 
ing.

The two cases of Stephen 
against the city of St. Louis, decided by the 
Court of Appeals this morning, involve the 
question whether the clerks of election are 
entitled to pay. The original action was to 
recover the pay of several persons as clerks 
of election at the election heldin St. Louis on 
the first Tuesday of April, 1877, the claims 
having been assigned to the plaintiff. The 
opinion delivered by the Courtof Appeals 
stated that the city charter of 1870 contained 
no provision forbidding the payment of clerks 
of election. Under this charter it is provided 
that.at each general election of ali city oilicers 
the pay of each judge and clerk shall be $8, 
at a general election when aldermen are 
elected $6, and at aspecial election $4. ‘The 
existing city charter went into effect October, 
1876, and provides that no judge of election 
shail receive any compensation for his servi- 
cea. It provides that the judges 
and clerks shall be of different political 
» parties and shal! possess the qualifications of 
a member of the Council. Nothing is said 
ubout the pay of the clerks of election. 
charter of 1876 provides that ail ordinances 
not inconsistent with the charter shall reinain 
in foree until altered or repealed. In July, 
1878, nine months after the election 1m ques- 
tion, an ordinance: was passed fixing the pay 
of clerks of election at $3 per day. The 
amount claimes. ip the present case and re- 
covered Was $s or’ each clerk, 
175 ti». It seems to be very clear that the pro- 
vision of the ordinance giving pay to clerks 
of election Was not repealed Dy the charter of 
1876. It savs nothing about the pay of such 
clerks. The framers of the charter of 1876 
were careful so to use languige as not to re- 
peal the provisions as to paying clerks of elec- 
tion, perhaps because there might be a difli- 
culty of securing elerks if not paid. ‘ihe 
amount of the pay was subsequently redueed 
by ordivance, but up to that date the old pro- 
vision was in full force. 

The judgment of the lower court for the 
above amount was therefore confirmed.
